Canine Bruno and Canine Shagi joined the Quincy Po- 
lice Department in 2008 and served the City of Quincy and 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for ten years. They 
were the first police canines that the department received 
after Mayor Thomas Koch was elected and kept his promise

Along 
with former QPD Canines Ronan and Rex, Deco and Tucker 
were classmates that graduated from the Boston Police De- 
partment's Canine Academy and immediately certified both 
as Explosives Odor Detection (EOD) Canines and as Police 
Patrol Canines. 

One of both K9 Deco’s and Tucker’s many notable ac- 
complishments during their highly successful careers was 
their service at the Boston Marathon Bombing Incident. 
QPD Canines Deco, Tucker, Rex, and Ronan all responded 
within one hour after the Boston Marathon Bombing oc- 
curred. They served with the Boston Police Department 
for the following six days initially assisting Boston Po- 
lice Bomb Technicians in securing the Marathon Bombing 
Crime Scene and later responding to numerous reports of 
suspicious packages and possible explosive devices that 
were reported by alarmed citizens both in Boston and in 
Quincy. 

The only surviving EOD canines at the Boston Marathon 
Bombing incident is EOD Canine Tuff, from the Auburn, 
MA Police Department, who is still enjoying retirement. We 
will never know the number of violent acts against our citi- 


zens that QPD EOD Canines Deco and Tucker, their fellow

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Councillors Pause 
Budget Hearings

City councillors have 
put their budget hearings on 
hold to give them a chance 
to vote on Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s proposal to borrow 
$475 million to cover Quin- 
cy’s outstanding pension li- 
abilities beforehand. 

The council’s finance 
committee will review the 
pension bond proposal on 
June 14 followed by budget 
hearings on June 16 and 17, 
Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy, the chairperson 
of the committee, told The 
Sun. 

The finance committee, 
which include all nine coun- 
cillors, was set to review 
Koch’s proposed $346.65 
million general fund bud- 
get for the fiscal year that 
begins July 1 year on a de- 
partmental basis on June 2 
and 3. Koch prepared his 
proposed budget with the 
assumption that councillors 
would approve his pension 
bond request, resulting in a 
savings of $15 or $16 mil- 
lion in fiscal year 2022. 

Councillors had met May 
27 to discuss the proposed 
pension bond. They raised 
questions about the proposal 
during that meeting but did 
not vote on the matter. 

At the June 2 finance 
committee meeting, Ward 3 
Councillor Ian Cain said his 
colleagues should vote on 
the pension proposal before 
holding the budget hearings. 
If the proposed $475 million 
bond is not approved, he 
said councillors would have 
to consider a revised budget 
anew, including a second 
round of departmental hear- 
ings. 

“This is a waste of every- 
one’s time, because we need 
to have a discussion on that 
475 and see if it is going to 
go through because that is 
dramatically going to affect 
any decision in the budget 
and the mayor will probably 
have to go back and pencil if 
it doesn’t go through,” Cain 
said. 

“T think the assumptions 
here are a little too heavy for 
us to make any decisions on 
any section of the budget. 
The department people who 
are going to present tonight, 
I don’t think that is fair to 
them, and we wouldn’t want 
them to come back and do 
the whole thing again.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said she agreed with 
Cain that the pension pro- 
posal should be considered 
first. 

“We could go through 
these next two nights, get a 
lot of work done, find out it 
doesn’t go the way we want 
it to, and we are all back to 
the same spot and a lot of 
people’s time and energy 
was wasted...the public’s 
too,” Mahoney said, refer- 
ring to a scenario where the 


bond does not pass. 

“There is a process that 
should be happening here, 
and the 475 should play out 
first. Once that is cleared out 
and once we know where 
we are going with that, then 
you can go into your budget 
process.” 

Ward 6 Councillor Wil- 
liam Harris said there are 
already a number of upcom- 
ing events planned for the 
coming weeks, like high 
school graduations, and the 
finance committee should 
have at least heard from the 
department heads during 
last week’s meetings. 

“This does not make 
sense that we don’t go 
through at least hearing the 
folks,” Harris said. 

“Whatever is going on 
tonight, I’m not going to 
judge it or judge it or judge 
anybody, but I think this is 
really not acceptable, the 
fact we’re all of a sudden 
going to say tonight or to- 
morrow night isn’t going to 
happen.” 

During the June 2 meet- 
ing, McCarthy initially said 
he wanted to go forward 
with the June 2 and 3 hear- 
ings as planned. Ultimately, 
he agreed to put them on 
hold before they began, 
without putting the matter 
up for a vote. 

“We still have some time 
and we can talk about the 
475 and get it all built into 
this so then everybody can 
ask their questions to num- 
bers that aren’t going to 
flip flop at all over the next 
weeks,” McCarthy said. 

“I know we have gradu- 
ations and things on Mon- 
day and Tuesday, but I want 
to make sure we do this as 
fast as we can so we can get 
back to this.” 

Budget hearings for each 
city department had been 
scheduled for last week. 

The June 2 hearings 
would have included, 
among others, the Public 
Buildings Department; the 
Traffic, Parking, Alarm and 
Lighting Department; the 
Planning Department; the 
Inspectional Services De- 
partment; the Municipal 
Finance Department; the 
Emergency Management 
Department; various bud- 
gets under the purview of 
the City Clerk’s Office; and 
the Thomas Crane Public 
Library. 

On deck for June 3 were 
the Quincy Police and Fire 
Departments, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, and the Quincy 
Public Schools, though the 
council only sets the bottom 
line for the school budget. 
Councillors would have also 
reviewed their own budget 
and the budget for the may- 
or’s office June 3.

¢ On June 22, 1775, Congress issues $2 million in bills 
of credit. Known as “Continentals,” the bills lacked the re- 
quired rendering of the British king.

Dept. Of Public Health Summer Safety Guidance 


With summer weather here, and as COVID-19 related 
restrictions on daily activities begin to lift, the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health (DPH) reminds residents 
to take recommended precautions to keep young children 
safe this summer. 

Prevent Tick Bites 

Ticks can make you sick when they bite. They are most 
commonly found in grassy, brushy, or wooded areas. Ticks 
only attach when you come into direct contact with them — 
they cannot jump or fly. Follow these steps to help protect 
yourself from tick bites: 

¢ Check yourself for ticks once a day — it’s the single 
most important thing you can do. 

¢ Use repellents that contain DEET on your exposed skin 
and those that contain permethrin on your clothes. 

¢ When walking or hiking, stick to main.pathways and 
the center of trails if you can. Brushing against tall grass and 
bushes will increase your exposure to ticks. 

¢ Weather permitting, wear long-sleeved, light-colored 
shirts and long pants tucked into socks. This will help keep 
ticks away from your skin and make it easier to spot ticks 
on your clothing. 

Because dogs and horses are particularly susceptible, 
talk to your veterinarian about the best ways to protect your 
animals from tick-borne disease. 

Prevent Mosquito Bites 
The 2019 and 2020 mosquito seasons were active for 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) in Massachusetts. This ” 


mosquito-borne illness appears generally in 2- to 3-year 
cycles, traditionally peaking during August. The presence 
of EEE last year, a relatively mild winter, and historical pat- 
terns suggest an active season this year. 

While the risk for human infection of EEE or West Nile 
Virus won’t happen until later this summer, people have an 
important role to play in protecting themselves from these 


illnesses which can be very serious. To prepare for mosquito 


season: 

¢ Drain standing water in and around your house or yard 
to prevent mosquito breeding. 

¢ Repair window and door screens to keep mosquitoes 
out of your home. 

¢ Use a mosquito repellent with an EPA-registered ingre- 
dient according to the directions. 

¢ Wear clothing to reduce exposed skin when weather 
permits.

Water and Pool Safety 

Drowning is a leading cause of death among young chil- 
dren, both nationally and in Massachusetts, with backyard 
pools posing the highest risk for children under the age of 5. 
To help prevent water-related injury and drowning: 

¢ Children should be supervised in and around water at 
all times. 

¢ Whenever infants and toddlers are in or around water, 
including the bathtub, an adult should be within an arm’s 
length at all times providing “touch supervision.” 

* Completely separate the house and play area of the yard 
from the pool area with a fence. Consider automatic door 
locks or alarms to prevent access. 

¢ Remove floats, balls, and other toys from the pool after 
use so that children are not tempted to reach for them. After 
the children are done swimming, secure the pool so they 
cannot get back in. 

* Keep rescue equipment (such as a shepherd’s hook or 
life preserver) and a phone near the pool. 


¢ For children who cannot swim, use a properly fitted 
U.S. Coast Guard-approved life jacket. DPH, in coopera- 
tion with the USCG, has created a fit test video that can 
assist with proper fit testing of life jackets: https://youtu. 
be/1I3 VZf-NqPc. 

¢ Do not use toys such as “water wings” or “noodles” in 
place of life jackets. These are not designed to keep swim- 
mers safe. 

¢ Select swimming sites that have lifeguards whenever 
possible, and swim only in designated swimming areas. 

¢ Always swim with a buddy. 

¢ Look for signage at beaches. DPH collects beach water 
quality data and notifies the public about bacteria levels to 
minimize swimming-associated illness and injury. 

Window Safety 

Falls are the leading cause of injury to children and falls 
from windows involving young children are especially seri- 
ous. Window falls are preventable. Screens are not strong 
enough to protect children from falling out of windows. To 
prevent window falls, parents and caregivers should: 

* Keep furniture — and anything a child can climb on — 
away from windows. 

* Open windows from the top, not the bottom, when pos- 
sible and lock all unopened doors and windows. 

¢ Be sure children are always supervised. 

¢ Install quick-release window guards which can be 
found in most hardware stores.

Car Safety 

The inside of a vehicle can be a very dangerous place 
for children left inside. In the summer months in New Eng- 
land, the temperature in a closed car can rise quickly and the 
vehicle can become a deadly place for a child, left even for 
just a moment.

¢ Never leave children alone in a parked vehicle, even 
when they are asleep or restrained, and even if the windows 
are open. 

¢ Always check inside the vehicle - front and back - be- 
fore locking the door and walking away. 

¢ If a child is missing, check your vehicle first, including 
the trunk. 

* Do things to remind yourself that a child is in the vehi- 
cle, such as placing your purse or briefcase in the back seat 
so you will check the back seat when you leave the vehicle. 

¢ Always lock your car and keep the keys out of chil- 
dren’s reach. 

* Ensure adequate supervision when children are playing 
in areas near parked motor vehicles. 

If you see a child alone in a hot vehicle, call the police. 
If they are in distress due to heat, get them out as quickly 
as possible and call 911 immediately. 

Remember, all children ages 12 and under should ride 
in the back seat, properly restrained, even during quick er- 
rand trips. Infants and toddlers should remain in rear-facing 
car seats until they reach the highest weight or height al- 
lowed by their car safety seat manufacturer. At a minimum, 
children should ride rear-facing until they are at least one 
year old and weigh at least 20 pounds. You can find more 
information on child passenger safety on the DPH website. 


Mass Vaccination Sites Closing 
Over Next Several Weeks 


The Baker-Polito Administration has announced the 
planned closing dates for mass vaccination sites in the Com- 
monwealth over the next several weeks. 

With nearly 3.7 million residents fully vaccinated and 


over 4.3 million people receiving at least a first dose as of 


last week, the Administration is focused on increasing tar- 
geted community-based vaccine efforts to reach remaining 
populations. 

All mass vaccination vendors will continue to work 
closely with the Commonwealth as they ramp down opera- 
tions at mass vaccination sites over the next several weeks. 
Gillette Stadium, the Hynes Convention Center, the Reggie 
Lewis Center, Natick Mall, and the Doubletree in Danvers 
will finish operations by the end of June. The Eastfield Mall 
in Springfield and the former Circuit City in Dartmouth will 
remain open into July. CIC Health and Curative will con- 
tinue to support community mobile sites, including on-site 
employer and school clinics. 

The Commonwealth’s mass vaccination sites have joint- 
ly administered over 1.7 million doses and played an in-

strumental role in getting residents vaccinated. Today, Mas- 
sachusetts is a nationwide leader in vaccination, with 79% 
of all adult residents and 2/3 of all residents having received 
at least one dose. There are over 900 locations available in 
every region of Massachusetts. The COVID-19 vaccine is 
free, and individuals do not need insurance or an ID to get 
the vaccine.

When South Shore Buick closed, Buick’s market share 
had slipped to 1% of U.S. auto sales. Today, this site at 
50 Adams St. is home to a Planet Fitness.

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Dr. Fred Calef III Headlines South Shore Science Festival 
April 24 Day Proclaimed For Chief Cartographer For NASA’s Mars Project

Ward 6 Councilor Bill Harris introduced 
Dr. Calef and read to him Mayor Koch’s 
proclamation of April 24 as Dr. Fred Calef 
Ill Day. 

We learned, first and foremost, that as 
“Keeper of the Maps” Dr. Calef named 
two sites on the Gale Crater on Mars for 
his hometown: Quincy, Mars and Squan- 
tum, Mars! That’s where the Curiosity rover 
landed several years ago. It’s pretty obvious 
why he chose Quincy: that’s his hometown, 
and it has a rich history of granite quarrying. 
But why Squantum in particular? There is 
special rock there called Cambridge argil- 
lite and Roxbury conglomerate, or pudding- 
stone. This stone is also found in northwest 
Africa where America and Africa were long 
ago connected in one landmass, called Pan- 
gaea. 

We learned that humans one day could 
live on Mars, but only for 2 to 12 months, 
due to physical problems caused by reduced 
gravity. We learned about a wide range of 
occupations and skill sets needed in NASA’s 
various teams — in addition to the obvious 
scientists, engineers, astronauts, and IT 
people — such as artists, graphics designers, 
and writers. Kasha Patel, science writer for 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center, also 
runs DC Science Comedy and conducted 
the interview with Calef. 

A past student at Lincoln-Hancock 
School, Sterling Middle School and Quincy 
High School, Dr. Calef became interested 
in rocks and earth science when his grand- 
father opened his eyes to the story that an 
ordinary rock can tell and from visits to a 
quarry near his home in southwest Quincy. 
The number of questions Calef was asked 
gave a good idea of the interest people have 
in the Mars program. South Shore kids in 
particular may want to investigate this fur- 
ther, inspired by someone local who has 
succeeded in this field. 

National Anthem - The science festival 
was Officially opened in Part 2 with Sofia 
Marietta Hurley singing The Star-Spangled 
Banner — as she has for so many years as 
a young girl in the early days of the South 
Shore Science Festival. Sofia allowed this 
tradition to be continued in a science festi- 
val which was anything but traditional this 
year! 

Science Fair Projects - Four students 
from Saint Agatha School, Milton, present- 
ed their science fair projects with an Earth 
Day theme. Adriana Joassainte, grade 5, 
explored water pollution and its effect on 
the environment. She explained the differ- 
ence between plastic pollution and chemical 
pollution. Jacob Gratch, grade 6, showed 
us how to desalinate water. Dermot White, 
grade 7, explained that we should know 
what soil is made of and described six types 
of soil. Chloe McGrath, grade 8, compared 
tap water plus different brands of bottled 
water and shared her findings on their water 
purity. 

Tinker & Create concluded Part 2 with 
Doug Tepe, partner of Etay Armon. He 
demonstrated their 3D modeling program, 
inviting kids to sign up for SketchUp so they 
could follow along with him, and he showed 
them how to make an .stl file. They can then 
bring this on a thumb drive (memory stick) 
to some libraries for printing. 

Going back to Part 1, the virtual fes- 
tival got under way with Quincy Police 
Chief Paul Keenan. 

Quincy Police Chief Paul Keenan 
hopes young people consider entering the 
scientific field as forensic technicians. They 
analyze DNA from crime scenes and use a 
database to compare it with others, similar 
to the way fingerprints are handled. Tech- 
nologi¢al -devices. inchide police radios,

body cams for the police officers, and video 
cameras. He gave an example of the abil- 
ity of facial recognition technology to work 
well, even with a mask, when it was tested 
on himself! 

Next was “Our Rainbow Earth: Light 
and Color — and Trees.” Collaborators 
were Kathy Hogan of Gateway to Science: 
Sports and Games; Mary Flowers, local art- 
ist; and Chia Ming Chen of E-Green. Wav- 
ing to the audience was a lead-in to light 
waves. Ms. Flowers read Alan Baker’s 
White Rabbit’s Color Book about pigment- 
based color; when all such colors are mixed, 
it produces black. ‘After Hogan made the 
Claim that mixing all the colors of light, on 
the other hand, produces white, Chen pro- 
vided the Evidence with the E-Prism lamp, 
demonstrating part of the Scientific Method. 
A DVD or CD is a readily available way to 
learn about reflection and refraction ¢white 
light breaking into the colors of the rainbow, 
the color spectrum). It was explained how 
blue light wavelengths enter water and the 
water reflects these back to your eyes, which 
pass the information to the brain, which in- 
terprets the color as blue. It’s the same with 
plants and how they look green. However, 
plants absorb other color wavelengths, and 
the chlorophyll changes them to food — pho- 
tosynthesis. An art activity was suggested 
to reinforce this. 

That was the foundation for the next two 
presentations. Storyteller Judith Black’s 
stories provided a fine segue. She told a sto- 
ry that kids could participate in with J’m A 
Tree, We Are Kin, then gave them something 
to think about with Spider And The Palm- 
Nut Tree. Quincy Tree Alliance/Quincy Cli- 
mate Action Network continued this with a 
reading of The Lorax, which is about saving 
trees, then took us to the Wakefield Arbore- 
tum in Milton to show us how to get a tree 
started. Syndie Cine, Maggie McKee, Fay 
Strigler and Joe Murphy collaborated on 
this. They and Judith Black are helping kids 
to be more aware of the importance of trees 
- and all plants, for that matter.

THE LORAX by Dr. Seuss was read to teach 
the importance of caring for trees. 

State Sen. John Keenan addressed the 
viewers at the end of Part 1. He stressed 
the importance of science and technology in 
solving our climate issues. Massachusetts 
is a leader in science and technology, and 
among these firms is Moderna, whose Co- 
vid vaccine.is helping to protect so. many. of 


us now. He cited the MBTA that two years 
ago was planning a new bus depot for diesel 
buses in Quincy but, after people made their 
views known, there are plans now for hybrid 
buses. Keenan thanked kids for their inter- 
est in STEM and urged them to keep it up, 
saying, “Our future is in your hands. Your 
future is in your hands.” 

Quincy native Marsha Goodman- 
Wood of Marsha & the Positrons, Wash- 
ington, D.C., brought her love for science 
and music to kids and their families. Her 
enthusiasm and inviting way comes through 
loud and clear and makes -you want to 
dance and sing right ajong! Due to time 
constraints with a virtual festival, her per- 
formances needed to be split up, but now 
you can watch Marsha on her own separate 
video. It was such a great complement to the 
speakers’ topics:

Quincy Fire Chief 
Joe Jackson opened Part 3. 


Fire Chief Joe Jackson presented what 
is referred to in his field of work as turnout 
gear, his bunker coat, an item that most of 
us might overlook amid all the impressive 
equipment on a fire truck. However, every 
firefighter is protected by this coat because 
of how it is made. The outer shell of the 
coat contains the heat-resistant fiber Kevlar, 
with crisscross fibers which are cut-resis- 
tant. The middle layer is a moisture bar- 
rier. It is attached to the inner thermal layer 
which helps protect the firefighter from heat; 
called Glide fabric, it is smooth and makes 
the bunker coat easy to put on, saving time 
when responding to a call — when seconds 
count. Chief Jackson expressed his pleasure 
at being part of the science festival. 

Manuel Barroso, co-chair, of Positive 
BCS asks, “‘Why do engineers and scien- 
tists have all the fun jobs?” He revealed 
the many interesting fields they can work in, 
such as working with drones, remote control 
toys, smart sport devices, bridges, energy- 
saving devices, and self-driving cars. He 
explained there are differences among artifi- 
cial intelligence (AI), machine learning, and 
deep learning. Applied AI can be used in 
the fields of education, retail, robotics, auto- 
motive, and with Alexa. As an example of 
the Internet of Things (loT), he introduced 
the Samsung SmartSuit for speed skaters; if 
the skater’s posture is a little off, the Smart- 
Suit communicates with the coach who in 
turn sends a vibration to the skater’s wrist. 

Barroso asks viewers, “What will you 
invent?” 

Kathy Hogan of Gateway to Science: 
Sports and Games explained how kids can 
learn physics from the ground up — literally 


in the playground! She gave examples such 
as learning about gravity on the slide. She 
urged the establishment of C.A.M.P.S. — a 
Center for the Advancement of Math and 
Physics through Sports. She believes there 
is a lot of business potential for such a revo- 
lutionary approach, especially if profession- 
al sports organizations get involved. 

Boston Scientific, represented by Raju 
Kavalla, Zaki Ahmed Syed and Helga Bar- 
roso, showed us how medical instruments 
improve: the quality of life and save lives. 
We saw videos of special instruments used 
for removing gallstones, opening blocked 
arteries with balloon dilation, and stimulat- 
ing the spinal cord to relieve chronic pain. 
Their STEM Club is open to employees’ 
kids. There are field trips to Boston Scientif- 
ic for students in the Quincy Public Schools, 
and some workshop topics, that are offered 
include smart cities, life and‘nature, the uni- 
verse, and Legos. 

Bobbie Carlton of Innovation Women 
and Mass. Innovation Nights. Bobbie 
Carlton concluded Part 3 with her message 
that STEM needs spokespersons — to add the 
Ain STEAM. That’s the reason that several 
years ago she, along with other social media 
people, were invited to Florida by NASA to 
view the SpaceX-4 cargo resupply flight to 
the International Space Station and went on 
tours of the facilities there. Not an engineer 
or scientist herself but passionate about the 
need to communicate, she explained the dif- 
ferent kinds of speaking, including a way 
that is available to members of an audience, 
and that is to ask questions. It’s one way 
to get started and gain confidence. She de- 
scribed different kinds of roles in this field 
such as entertainer, journalist, teacher, and 
marketing. Carlton started a new magazine 
since the pandemic began, Lioness, for fe- 
male entrepreneurs. 

Part 3 ended at the: festival’s usual clos- 
ing time — 3 p.m. However, Part 4 at 7:30 
p.m. was added this year to accommodate 
the time in Australia.

Nobel Laureate Dr. Peter Doherty. Dr. 
Doherty of Melbourne, Australia was intro- 
duced by Dr. Edward Shapiro of Nobel Lau- 
reates’ School Visits. Co-Chair Barroso and 
Dr. Shapiro welcomed Dr. Doherty, an im- 
munologist, whose work concerns viruses 
and vaccines. 


What are the hit men of immunity? We 
learned: Killer T-cells! Produced in the 
Thymus gland (under the breastbone), they 
roam around inside the body to destroy can- 
cer cells and viruses, such as the coronavi- 
rus. Listening to Dr. Doherty, it soon be- 
comes clear there’s a relationship between 
our internal environment (our health) and 
our external environment (Earth’s health 
~— plus ours). A few years ago there was a 
Nobel Laureate symposium on global sus- 
tainability. 

Doherty explained that our defense 
comes in two forms: 1) Our central nervous 
system (brain, spinal cord, nerves), which

Some Tips For Adopt A Shelter Cat Month 
From Best Friends Animal Society 


Cats star in some of the 
most viral videos on the In- 
ternet and some even grow 
to celebrity status on Insta- 
gram with millions of fol- 
lowers (looking at you, Nala 
Cat). Yet some of the coolest 
cats remain undiscovered at 
shelters and rescues across 
the country. Since cats are 
also the most at-risk pets 
across America, accounting 
for 69% of animals killed in 
shelters, it’s crucial to find 
them loving homes. 

Adopt a Shelter Cat 
Month takes place every 
June to highlight the im- 
mense need for cat adop- 
tions and why a shelter is 
the best place to find your 
next feline friend. 

“By adopting a cat, 
you’re not only saving that 
particular cat, but you also 
make space for the next cat 
coming into a shelter,” said 
Samantha Bell, cat expert at 
Best Friends Animal Soci- 
ety. “Adoption is also very 
cost-effective, as cats are 
usually fixed, vaccinated, 
microchipped and ready to 
go home with you for one 
low fee.” 

According to Bell, cats 
make great pets for just 
about anyone. “Whether 
you are hardly ever home or 
you are a total couch potato, 
there’s a ‘purrfect’ cat wait- 
ing for you at a shelter or 
rescue,’ she added. 

Bell offers the follow- 
ing tips on how to pick the 
right cat or kitten for your 
lifestyle: 

¢ Busy? There are cats 
for that: Shelters and res- 
cues often have two adult 
cats who have grown up to- 
gether and would be happy 
to go home together. It’s 
heartwarming to see a pair 
of cats who are already 
friends get to stay together. 
And while you’re away, 
they'll have each other for 
company and security. 

¢ Extroverts need love, 
too: If you are home quite 
often, then you’ll have more 
time to play with an active 
kitty who needs lots of wand 
toy play time. Some cats can 
even be trained to walk on a 
leash or go for stroller rides. 

* Consider a solo art- 
ist: There are many cats 
who are great. with: people 
but terrified of other cats. 
They don’t always make a 
great first impression on po- 
tential adopters, especially 
if they’re in a shelter sur- 
rounded by other cats. But 
once they’re in a home with 
you, they’ ll flourish. 

* Involve the whole 
family: It’s important to 
take everyone in the home, 
especially children, to meet 
all prospective cats so you 
can observe how they inter- 
act with the cat. Every child 


has their own unique energy, 
and every pet reacts differ- 
ently to every child. 

¢ Keep an open mind: 
Don’t get hung up on col- 
or, sex or age. Not all cats’ 
personalities fit into stereo- 
types. Every cat is an indi- 
vidual, so don’t discount a 
cat because they aren’t male 
or female or orange or fluffy. 
By doing so, you’ll have the 
best odds of finding a great 
match. 

Still not certain? Give 
the shelter team an opportu- 
nity to play matchmaker. 

“Talk to the staff and 
volunteers at the shelter 
about your lifestyle. Let 
them know if you live with 
others, including any pets, 
as well as who/what you 
come in contact with on a 
regular basis, and let them 
guide you to the cats that 
they think would mesh well 
with your life,” Bell said. 

With kitten season in full 
swing, many people will be 
tempted to adopt one (and 
let’s be honest, it’s hard not 
to succumb to that level of 
cuteness). But as Bell noted, 
kittens require an extra level 
of care. 

“Kittens are adorable 
but be aware that they are 
more work than an adult 
cat. Kittens need to be fed 
more often and use the litter 
box much more often,” she 
said. “Single kittens need 
lots of positive reinforce- 
ment training so that they 
don’t end up being bitey or 
scratchy adults.” 

That is why Best Friends 
encourages adopters to open 
their home to a pair of kit- 
tens, if possible. Bell ex- 
plained why. “All cats have 
to bite and scratch; it’s feline 
instinct,” she said. “A pair 
of kittens learns that biting 
and scratching is something 
they should do to each other 
during playtime, and not to 
their humans.”

In an 8 x 11 or 9 x 13 casserole dish, lay- 
er half the potato slices, all of the cod, and 
all of the onions. 

Top with remaining potato slices. 

In a small bowl, mix together olive oil, 
garlic, parsley, pepper flakes, paprika, and 
tomato sauce. 

Pour evenly over casserole. 

Place in an oven preheated oven to 375 
degrees and bake for 45 minutes, or until 
potatoes are tender. 


Almond Flour Muffins

% teaspoon apple cider vinegar 
INSTRUCTIONS 


In a medium bowl, combine almond 
flour and baking soda. 

In a large bowl combine eggs, honey and 
vinegar. 

Stir dry ingredients into wet, mixing un- 
til combined. 

Scoop about 4 cup of batter at a time 
into a paper lined muffin pan 

Bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes, until 
slightly browned around the edges 

Cool in the pan for 4 hour.

Manage Mosquitoes To Better 
Enjoy Your Outdoor Space 


By MELINDA MYERS 
Dine, play, and enjoy 
your outdoor spaces more 
than ever this year by man- 
aging annoying and disease- 
spreading mosquitoes. Use 
a multifaceted approach to 
boost your enjoyment and 
help keep mosquitoes away. 
Plan your outdoor ac- 
tivities when mosquitoes 
are less active. Females are 
the ones looking for a blood 
meal and are most active at 
dusk and dawn when look- 
ing for warmth and food. 
Screened-in porches add 
a layer of protection but 
only when they are intact 
and properly sealed. The 
same applies to your home. 
Check screens and seals 
around doors and windows 
to help keep these pests 
from entering your home. 
Use bug lights in light 
fixtures by entryways and 
in outdoor entertainment 
spaces. These emit yellow 
light that is not as attrac- 
tive to mosquitoes and other 
insects. Bug lights will not 
eliminate every unwanted 
insect but will reduce the 
number visiting your lights 
at night and finding their 
way into your home. 
Enhance the ambience 
and reduce mosquito is- 
sues when entertaining out- 
doors. Use a fan to create a 
cooler space and keep these 
weak flyers away. Pro- 
vide fragrant subtle light- 
ing with citronella oil and 
scented candles. Scatter 
them throughout the area

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and within a few feet of the 
guests for short-term relief. 

Reduce the overall mos- 
quito population in your 
yard by eliminating their 
breeding grounds. Empty 
water that collects in items 
left outside. Change the 
water in your birdbath at 
least weekly or whenever 
you water your container 
gardens. Add a bubbler or 
pump to keep water mov- 
ing in fountains and ponds 
sO mosquito larvae cannot 
survive. 

Toss: an organic mos- 
quito control like Mosquito 
Dunks and Bits (SummitRe- 
sponsibleSolutions.com) in 
your rain barrel, pond, or 
other water feature. Mosqui- 
to Bits quickly knock down 
the mosquito larval popu- 
lation, while the Mosquito 
Dunks provide 30 days of 
control. The active ingredi- 
ent is Bacillus thuringiensis 
israelensis, a naturally oc- 
curring soil bacterium that 
kills the mosquito larvae 
but is safe for children, fish, 
pets, beneficial insects, and 
wildlife. 

Keep your landscape 
looking its best by manag- 
ing weeds and grooming 
neglected gardens. This 
eliminates some of the rest- 
ing spaces for hungry adult 
mosquitoes. 

Always protect yourself 
whenever outdoors. Cover 
as much of your skin as 
possible with loose fitting, 
light colored clothing. Mos- 
quitoes are less attracted to

the lighter colors and can- 
not readily reach your skin 
through loose clothing. 

Further protect yourself 
by using a personal repellent 
approved by the EPA. For 
those looking for DEET-free 
options, the Center for Dis- 
ease Controt and Preven- 
tion has approved products 
with the active ingredient 
picaridin, IR3535, and the 
synthetic oil of lemon and 
eucalyptus. Check the label 
for a list of active ingredi- 
ents and safety recommen- 
dations when shopping for 
mosquito repellents. Avoid 
products that contain both 
sunscreen and insect repel- 
lent since you need to apply 
sunscreen more often than 
the repellent. 

Spending more time out- 
doors is good for our mind, 
body, and spirit. Using a 
combination of mosquito- 
managing tactics will allow 
you to enjoy and benefit 
from your time outdoors.

Social Security Matters 


Will My Retirement 
Benefits Be Cut Because 
Of My State Pension?

Dear Rusty: I took early retirement at 20 years from 
the Louisiana public school system in 1996. Since then, 
I have continued to work in private schools (except for 2 
years in public). I now have over 20 years in the Social 
Security system. Are they going to take money out of my 
tiny early LA retirement check or lower my Social Se- 
curity check? Is it true I can continue working and draw 
Social Security? I have reached full retirement age - I am 
68. Signed: State Retiree 

Dear State Retiree: There are 27 U.S. states (includ- 
ing Louisiana) which, to varying degrees, do not require 
state employees to contribute to the Federal Social Se- 
curity program. Retirees in those states with a pension 
earned while not contributing to Social Security, and 
who still earn enough Social Security credits (from other 
work) to be eligible for Social Security benefits, are af- 
fected by a regulation known as the Windfall Elimina- 
tion Provision (WEP), which reduces the amount of your 
Social Security payment. So, the answer to your question 
is yes, your Social Security. benefit will be reduced as a 
result of your LA state pension and WEP (your LA retire- 
ment benefit won’t be affected). 

The amount of the reduction to your Social Security 
benefit will depend upon the number of years of “signifi- 
cant” earnings you have contributing to the Social Secu- 
rity (SS) program. With 20 or fewer years of SS-covered 
earnings, you would incur the maximum WEP reduction, 
which is either a) 50% of your LA State pension amount, 
or b) the maximum WEP reduction for your “eligibility 
year” (the year you turned 62, which I believe was 2015). 
In the case of b), the maximum WEP reduction to your 
Social Security benefit would be $413/month. 

Since you say you have “over 20 years” contributing 
to Social Security, be aware that the size of the WEP re- 
duction to your SS will be smaller for each year over 20 
that you have significant SS-covered earnings. For ex- 
ample, with 21 years of SS earnings your WEP reduction 
would be $371/month; with 25 years of SS contributions 
your WEP reduction would be $206/month: and with 30 
years of SS contributions, WEP would no longer apply. 
As you can see, the WEP reduction to your SS benefit 
decreases proportionally with each year over 20 that you 
have significant earnings and contribute to Social Secu- 
rity, and WEP disappears with 30 years of significant SS 
earnings. 

Be aware that WEP will not affect you until you are 
collecting both your LA state pension and your Social 
Security benefit, and that for each full year you continue 
to work and contribute to Social Security the WEP re- 
duction will diminish. And since you’ ve passed your full 
retirement age you can collect Social Security and work 
without your SS benefits being affected. But, in any case, 
you shouldn’t delay claiming your Social Security ben- 
efit past age 70 because that is when your SS benefit will 
reach maximum.

Face Coverings Still Required If Unvaccinated 


The Massachusetts Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles 
(RMV) announces _ that 
many of the new initiatives 
that were put in place to 
provide additional flexibil- 
ity for its customers during 
the COVID-19 pandemic, 
will continue as COVID-19 
restrictions lifted May 29. 

RMV_ customers will 
continue to be served by 
appointments only at open 
Service Centers, and cus- 
tomers who are unvaccinat- 
ed will be required to wear 
a face covering for transac- 
tions. In addition, the RMV 
will continue with including 
dedicated hours on Wednes- 
days to serve senior citizens 
at some locations, hold- 
ing suspension hearings by 
phone, allowing learner’s 
permit tests online, and us- 
ing state vehicles for anyone 
taking road tests. (Everyone 
in a vehicle for a road test 
must wear a face covering, 
regardless of vaccination 
status.) 

Gov. Charlie Baker 
signed an Executive Order 
last month terminating the 
Commonwealth’s State of 
Emergency effective June 
15. The Order also rescind- 
ed most COVID-19 restric- 
tions, including limitations 
placed on businesses, as of 
May 29 as Massachusetts 
neared the goal of vaccinat- 
ing four million residents. 
The Commonwealth -has 
passed the 3.6 million mark 
for fully vaccinated resi- 
dents. 

The Registry’s part- 
ner for many transactions, 
AAA, will also continue 


with the system of serving 
AAA members who make 
appointments. 
in Place as of June 1: 

¢ Appointments for in- 
person transactions at open 
customer service locations 
will continue, and custom- 
ers must wear a face cover- 
ing for an in-person transac- 
tion if unvaccinated.

¢ Registration Drop Off 
Centers for drop off and 
pick up service for vehicle 
transactions will continue.

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On May 28th, Officer Paul Foley was working the eve- 
ning shift along with his canine partner Charlie. He was 
dressed in full uniform and operating a low profile police 
vehicle. Canine Charlie is a trained and certified drug detec- 
tion police dog. Officer Foley’s duties this evening included 
traffic enforcement, impaired operator detection, overdose 
reduction, criminal interdiction and canine support to the 
Drug Control Unit. 

At approximately 6:20 p.m., he was stopped in bumper 
to bumper traffic on Franklin Street south bound near the 
Prestige Gas Station. He observed a red moped speed by 
him on the-wrong side of the road (traveling south bound in 
the north bound lane). Officer Foley activated his emergen- 
cy lights and siren and began to clear the traffic in front of 
him so he could pull over the moped. As he did this, he ob- 
served the moped drive through the red light at Water Street 
on the wrong side of the road. This caused at least one car 
to stop short in the intersection, nearly causing a crash. Of- 
ficer Foley concluded the moped’s reckless operation was 
putting the lives and safety of the public at risk. 

The moped then continued south bound on Franklin 
Street and Officer Foley estimated its speed to be at least 30 
MPH. As he closed the distance between he and the moped 
in the area of the Dunkin Donuts, he observed the opera- 
tor look back over his shoulder at him and then accelerate. 
At that moment, Officer Foley concluded the operator was 
fully aware that a police officer was signaling him to pull 
over, but he was knowingly failing to do so. 

Per department policy, Officer Foley immediately de-ac- 
tivated his emergency lights and siren and slowed his speed. 
He observed, from a distance, as the moped ran the red light

at Independence Avenue and continued south bound onto 
Independence Avenue. The moped then took a quick left 
onto Goddard Street where it came to a stop near the top 
of the hill. 

Officer Foley approached the moped (no lights or sirens 
activated) and pulled up alongside it right in front of 91 
Goddard St. The male operator appeared startled and began 
acting erratically. Officer Foley ordered him off the moped 
and advised him he was under arrest. The operator refused 
to his commands and started screaming at “Officer Foley. 
The officer attempted to grab the male’s right arm but he 
pulled away and got off the moped without placing its kick- 
stand down. 

Officer Foley grabbed the moped so it wouldn’t fall on 
him and guided it down to the ground onto its right side. He 
then turned his attention back to the operator and ordered 
him to get down on the ground. Officer Foley, who was 
alone, had no idea why the operator had attempted to evade 
him or if he was armed with any weapons. The male con- 
tinued to actively resist arrest and Officer Foley attempted 
to grab his arm but the operator pulled away. Officer Foley 
was able to push the male up against an uninvolved parked 

car in an effort to get his hands behind his back. 

At that moment, off-duty State Trooper William Bulger, 


who happened to be driving by and noticed Officer Foley 
struggling with the male, assisted Officer Foley in getting 
the operator into handcuffs. The operator then accused Of- 
ficer Foley of “attacking and assaulting” him for no reason. 
Officer Foley attempted to explain everything he had ob- 
served and why the male was arrested, but his efforts were 
futile as the male just continued to talk/yell over Officer 
Foley. 

Officer Foley suspected the operator was under the influ- 
ence of a stimulant but could not safely perform road side 
assessments due to his level of non-compliance. He con- 
firmed the male’s identity via his RMV photo and learned 
that the operator’s license was revoked due to his status as a 
Habitual Traffic Offender. The male also had an outstanding 
warrant for his arrest. 

During an inventory of the moped, Officer Foley located 
six black iPhones in the under seat compartment. These were 
in addition to the seventh iPhone that was in the possession 
of the operator. Six of the seven phones were functioning 
and the male would later tell Sgt. Allison that the phones 
belonged to his “friends.” This is an implausible explana- 
tion for having seven phones (six functioning) in his pos- 
session. Officer Foley suspects these phones may be stolen 
so he seized them and placed them into evidence until the 
operator can produce proof of owner ship. If he is unable to, 
detectives assigned to the Bureau of Criminal Investigations 
will attempt to determine their rightful owners. 

The 25-year-old male from Quincy was arrested trans- 
ported to the Quincy Police Station where he was booked 
for resisting arrest, operating to endanger, speeding and 
other motor vehicle charges.

SCAM ALERT #1: 
CELEBRITY IMPOSTER SCAMS 

These days, celebrities share career news, personal 
views, even travel videos on social media and interact with 
fans in comment threads. But if you get a direct message out 
of the blue from a favorite musician, actor or athlete, don’t 
get starry-eyed, get skeptical — it’s almost certainly a scam. 
It’s also always a scam when they ask for money for charity 
or say that you’ve won a large cash prize but need to pay an 
entry or processing fee. 

Sadly, the AARP Fraud Watch Network Helpline hears 


about these scams all the time — someone pretending to be 
Toby Keith or Beyoncé asking for money to help their fa- 
vorite charity or offering special access for a price. 

Remember, never share your personal information or 
send money via wire transfer, gift card or prepaid debit card 
to someone you don’t know and have only communicated 
with online, no matter how supposedly famous they are. 
Check that the social media account of your favorite celeb- 
rity is verified (look for the checkmark in a blue circle next 
to their name on Facebook, Instagram, and Twitter). 

SCAM ALERT #2: 
DISASTER REPAIR SCAMS 

Following extreme weather events, dubious contractors 
and outright scammers descend on affected communities, 
offering quick, cheap fixes. While some reputable contrac- 
tors occasionally solicit door-to-door, many are scams. 

After storms, shady contractors and outright scammers 
canvas neighborhoods in search of “work” that they may 
or may not even attempt to do. Many will specifically tar- 
get older homeowners who they perceive as more trusting, 
more likely to have savings, and — they think — may be ex- 
periencing cognitive decline. 

It’s safest to only trust contractors that you proactively 
reach out to. Also, regardless of who you are talking to, get 
written estimates and compare bids from multiple contrac- 


tors before starting any work. Finally, pay no more than a, 


third of the total cost prior to the work beginning — and then 
only when materials arrive. 
SCAM ALERT #3: WORLD ELDER 
ABUSE AWARENESS DAY 

When we think about scammers, we often think of 
“stranger danger” stemming from overseas criminal enter- 
prises bombarding our phones and emails with fraudulent 
offers. The sad reality for older adults is that the majority of 
financial abuse they suffer is perpetrated by someone they 
know. 

June 15 is World Elder Abuse Awareness Day and it’s

O’Donnell: Real Estate Sales, Lending Activity Up In Norfolk County 


While the weather in 
May was starting to get 
slightly warmer, so too was 
the Norfolk County real es- 
tate market, according to 
Register of Deeds William 
O’Donnell. 

O’Donnell noted that a 
noticeable uptick in both 
real estate sales and lending 
transactions happened last 
month. 

“Specifically, during 
the month of May, Norfolk 
County real estate sales, both 
residential and commercial, 
totaled 1,767, a healthy 48% 
increase year over year from 
2020 to 2021,” O’Donnell 
said. “The Norfolk County 
real estate market continues 
to be strong. There were 
16,367 documents record- 
ed at the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds in May

which is a 30% increase 
over last year’s May docu- 
ment volume. Average sale 
price, again including both 
residential and commercial 
sales, increased 2% over 
2020 to $1,005,765.93. 
Low inventory of properties 
for sale are keeping prices 
for real estate up. Low in- 
terest rates are helping buy- 
ers afford the home prices of 
these properties. It is pleas- 
ing to see that the real estate 
market has been solid and 
steady.” 

In addition to real estate 
sales, the Norfolk County 
lending market has been 
very busy in May. There 
were 3,832 mortgages re- 
corded during the month 
which is am 8% increase 
over 2020. Total amount 
of ° money borrowed for 
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mortgages county wide 
was almost 2 billon, a 41% 
increase compared to May 
2020. 

“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, 
there are a large number 
of individuals and families 
taking advantage off histori- 
cally low interest rates by 
refinancing existing mort- 
gages,’ O’Donnell _ said. 
“Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance. 
Some refinance to reduce 
their monthly payments, 
others to take some years off 
their debt while still others 
are using the money to pay 
for home improvements and 
other capital expenditures.” 

O’Donnell also said: 

“There has been a strong 
demand for housing, single 
family housing particular, 
coupled with a limited sup- 
ply of available housing 
stock and historically low 
interest rates which could 
be motivating buyers to do 
what is necessary to secure 
housing. Lending activity 
was up. The growth in num- 
bers seen in 2020 continues 
into 2021.” 

A moratorium on fore- 
closures in place during the 
pandemic in 2020 was lifted 
on October 17, 2020. This 
moratorium was in place 
due to the COVID-19 pan- 


demic. The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds has been 
closely watching the fore- 
closure market. 

“During May of 2021 
there were 6 foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result of 
foreclosure processes taking 
place in Norfolk County. 
Additionally, there were 
14 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages, the first step 
in the foreclosure process, 
recorded here in Norfolk 
County,” O’Donnell said. 
“A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. May. of 
2020 there were no Notices 
to Foreclosure Mortgages 
and 7 foreclosure Deeds. 
Though it is great to see 
that the Foreclosure deed 
numbers have decreased, it 
is troubling to see the No- 
tices of Foreclosure have 
increases so much. We will 
continue to monitor these 
numbers.” 

Additionally, for the past 
several years, the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
has partnered with Quincy 
Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, 508-587- 
0950 to help anyone fac- 
ing challenges paying their 
mortgage. Another option 
for homeowners is fo con- 
tact the Massachusetts At- 


torney General’s Consumer 
Advocacy and Response 
Division (CARD) at 617- 
727-8400. 

“If you are having diffi- 
culty paying your monthly 
mortgage, please consider 
contacting one of these non- 
profit agencies for help and 
guidance,” O’ Donnell said. 

Homestead _ recordings 
by owners of homes and 
condominiums continue 
to increase this year at the 
Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds in May. There was a 
47% increase in homestead 
recordings in May 2021 
compared to May 2020. 

“A Homestead,” noted 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000. It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 
our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 
consider doing so. Please 
visit the Registry website 
at www.norfolkdeeds.org 
to get more information on 
homestead protection.” 

In conclusion, O’ Donnell 
said: 

“Many small businesses 
and specific sectors of our 
economy, such as restaurant 


and hospitality, have been 
negatively impacted by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. One 
sector that continued to 
thrive during the pandemic 
is the real estate market, par- 
ticularly the residential mar- 
ket. There have been many 
factors that have kept the 
Norfolk County real estate 
market viable. 

“Motivated buyers and 
sellers, low interest rates, 
and the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds remain- 
ing open for the recording of 
land documents. While the 
Registry of Deeds building 
in Dedham remains closed 
to the general public, we at 
the Registry remain open 
operationally to serve our 
customers, the residents of 
Norfolk County and real es- 
tate professionals alike. The 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds greatly appreci- 
ates the patience and under- 
standing shown during this 
trying period of time. 

“As society begins to re- 
open, restrictions are lifted 
and emergency COVID-19 
orders expire the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
is open to the public for 
business. The drop-off box 
located outside the main en- 
trance of the Registry Build- 
ing for the time being will 
continue to be available for

and a financial agent who isn’t following your loved one’s 
wishes. 

Most importantly, if you suspect any sort of financial, 
physical or sexual abuse, report it to local law enforcement 
right away. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 
WEIGHT LOSS SCAMS 

Looking to slim down for summer? If so, you are not 
alone. More than 100 million Americans are watching their 
diet, spending more than $70 billion a year to lose weight. 
It is not surprising that bogus diet products and programs 
ranked first among health care scams reported to the Federal 
Trade Commission last year. 

While there are legitimate diet and weight loss programs 
out there, many don’t work and are just out for your money. 
Engage your inner skeptic — does it sound too good to be true 
to lose weight while eating as much as you want? Second, 
just because a product is touted as “natural” or “herbal,” 
doesn’t mean it’s “safe” or “wholesome,” and some herbal 
ingredients are toxic in certain doses. 

SCAM ALERT 5: 
SOCIAL MEDIA ROMANCE SCAMS 

Lastly, a lot of subscription programs encourage you to 
sign up for a free trial but when you read the tiny print, they 
automatically opt you into getting charged for regular or- 
ders or additional products. Be careful — it can be very hard 
to untangle your “opt in” — so read everything before you 
make a move. 

Dating scams aren’t limited to dating sites and apps. 
Many occur on popular social media platforms, like Face- 
book and Instagram, and on game platforms, like Words 
with Friends. The Federal Trade Commission reported 
a four fold increase in romance scams between 2019 and 
2020. The hardest-hit victims? People age 70 and over, with 
a median loss of $9,475. 

The typical romance scam starts online with light con- 
versation and then a request to move off the platform to a 
private channel like email or a text app. Time goes by and 
the scammer eventually convinces the target that the rela- 
tionship is real and that they will be together one day. Then 
comes the emergency request for money —by wire transfer 
or gift cards typically, but it’s not just a one time request. 
The requests may turn into demands, and when the target 
comes out from under the scammer’s ether and realizes he 
wasn’t ever talking to his forever love, his money is gone, 
and his heart is broken. 

When connecting online, look out for these red flags: an 
online profile that’s almost too good to be true; a request to 
leave the platform for email or text messaging; something 
that prevents meeting in person; and an urgent request for 
money. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

Cont’d From Page 6 
perceives things with con- 
sciousness and memory. 2) 
Our immune system, which 
has no consciousness but 
has specific organs that pro- 
duce an immune response. 

What can we do? A vari- 
ety of things, Doherty says. 
“By talking with friends 
and family and using social 
media we can all become 
social communicators” to 
help with the need for “an 
understanding of science 
in the broader community.” 
He says that political leaders 
need to listen to scientists 
and that it is urgent for us 
to replace fossil fuels with 
reusable energy. Because 
democracy is so precious, 


he urges us all to use our 
right to vote. Taking Vita- 
min D may help the immune 
system.

The opponent got off 
to a hot start and the North 
Quincy High baseball team 
couldn’t make the come- 
back. 

The Raiders outscored 
their opponent after the top 
of the first inning. NQ host- 
ed the Marshfield Rams, 
who enjoyed some early 
success and won the first 
round Patriot Cup game 9-5 
at Adams Field in Quincy 
June 2. With the loss, the 
Raiders fell to 6-5 on the 
year. 

Marshfield enjoyed plen- 
ty of offensive success in the 
top of the first inning, taking 
a 5-0 lead that ended up be- 
ing the difference-maker in 
the game. It started with a 
single and a double to score 
a run. North Quincy then 
got a flyout followed by an 
RBI single, a hit batsman 


and a strikeout. With two 
outs, however, Marshfield 
got more runs on the board. 
An error on a pop fly to right 
field on the following play 
also resulted in a run. After 
that, the next batter ground- 
ed out to the third baseman, 
ending the inning. 

North Quincy wouldn’t 
score until the bottom of the 
fourth inning despite Kyle 
Pritchard leading off the 
bottom of the second with a 
triple to center field. 

The Raiders started the 
inning off with back-to- 
back walks issued to Alex- 
ander Montero and Vinny 
O’Leary. The next batter 
struck out, but Kyle De- 
Boer knocked in a run on a 
line drive single to left field. 
Brendan Hines.also singled 
to left field in the next at-bat, 
making it a 5-2 lead.

BBB Tips For Parents Searching For Right Summer Camp 


Many parents struggled to place their kids in summer 
camps last year, as many of them were canceled. This year, 
as businesses and services have reopened, camps are once 
again looking like a good option for child care and enter- 
tainment over the long, hot summer. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease Control (CDC) has provid- 
ed updated guidance for operating youth camps, promoting 
vaccination and providing information on choosing safer ac- 
tivities. While individual camps will decide which campers 
to accept, they must all adhere to the standards determined 
by the state or province. U.S. residents can check their gov- 
ernor’s website for required summer camp protocols. The 
American Camping Association (ACA) accredits camps 
based on accountability, credibility, and commitment. The 
YMCA of the USA (Y-USA) offers camps through local 
YMCAs across the U.S. In Canada, check with the Cana- 
dian Camping Association. They encourage campers and 
camp professionals to look to their local Provincial Camp- 
ing Association and Provincial Health Authority for the 


most up-to-date information. 

The BBB offers these tips to parents searching for the 
right summer camp: 

¢ Check for accreditation. Regardless of pandemic-re- 
lated issues, the safest way to ensure your child’s safety is 
to send them to a trustworthy camp. ACA accredited camps 
must meet the 32 national summer camp standards, and BBB 
accreditation requires the organization meet eight standards 
of trust. Search for camps in the ACA and find camps near 
you in the BBB Directory to check for accreditation. 

¢ Know required safety standards. Individual states 
will provide health and safety guidelines for summer camps, 
following CDC recommendations. These protocols may in- 
clude measures such as monitoring health of staff and camp- 
ers, limiting visitor access to campgrounds, adapting meal 
distribution and providing sanitation products to staff and 
campers. 

¢ Use references. Ask if they have a list of references or 


past Campers you can contact. You may also want to consid- 
er asking trusted friends or family their recommendations 
for summer camps. Reviews and complaint histories can 
also be found on the camp’s business profile at BBB.org. 

¢ Assess medical resources. Camps should have re- 
sources for treating sick and injured campers. Ask about 
the camp’s medical facilities and how those resources can 
accommodate potential COVID-19 situations, shguld they 
arise. 

¢ Review contracts and fees. As always, you should re- 
view contracts before you sign them. Find out the total cost 
and if a deposit is required. See which activities or services 
require additional fees. You should also check for details 
regarding refunds. If that information is not outlined in the 
contract, ask a camp employee.

Get The Most Out Of Subscription Services While On A Budget 


These days, just about everything can be purchased as a 
subscription. Video and music streaming services are huge- 
ly popular. Meal delivery services provide pre-measured in- 
gredients and easy recipes on a subscription basis. You can 
sign up for regular shipments of snacks, clothing, personal 
grooming products, makeup, vitamins, pet toys, wine, and 
the list goes on. 

What should you know about a subscription service be- 
fore you sign up? BBB offers the following tips to help you 
get the most out of subscription services while watching 
your budget. 


* Do plenty of research. Take time to research a com- 
pany before you sign up for a subscription or trial. Find the 
company on social media and review their account. Check 
BBB.org to see if the company has a good business rating, 
and look online for consumer reviews. Do an online search 
of the company including the words “scam” or “complaint” 
to reveal any red flags you should be aware of. 

* Investigate free trials. Free trials can be a good way 
to get to know a company and try out a product, but make 
sure you understand how they work. Before you sign up, 
find out how long the trial period lasts, what exactly you are 
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agreeing to, and how and when to cancel if you decide not to 
subscribe. If any of this information is confusing or unavail- 
able, take your business elsewhere. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission adds this warning about free trials, “Free means 
free. Be suspicious of companies that offer something free 
but say you have to pay to get it. You may be dealing with 
a scammer.” 

* Understand how auto-renewal works. Auto-renewals 
are a convenient way to keep your subscription current if 
you decide you like the service. On the expiration date, the 
company charges your credit or debit card and the subscrip- 
tion renews for another period. Keep in mind that compa- 
nies must send you a renewal notice, which is a brief re- 
minder that your subscription is about to renew, ahead of 
time. Always check your bank and credit card statements 
to make sure the cost is what you expected. If you notice a 
price jump, it could be that you were signed up for a promo- 
tional period that ended. 

* Know how to stop a subscription. There are three 
ways you can stop automatic payments from your bank ac- 
count according to consumerfinance.gov: Contact the com- 
pany to revoke payment authorization, call and write your 
bank or credit union informing them you’ve revoked pay- 
ment authorization, and/or give your bank a “stop payment 
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order.” Usually, contacting the company to revoke autho- 
rization is sufficient to cancel a subscription, but monitor 
your bank statements closely anyway. If you still see un- 
wanted charges, you may need to take further action. 

¢ Cancel unwanted subscriptions early. Instead of 
waiting until the last minute to cancel a subscription or free 
trial, The New York Times says, “there is generally no draw- 
back to ending payments ahead of time.” You can usually 
cancel early and still enjoy the remaining time left on your 
subscription for that billing period. Calendar alerts can also 
help you keep track of when to cancel a subscription, so 
you don’t forget and end up paying for an extra subscription 
term. 

* Periodically review your active subscriptions. If you 
aren’t careful, you could lose track of what subscription ser- 
vices you are paying for. To maintain your financial health, 
Forbes reminds consumers to figure out how much they are

_ Brockton Man Dies After Being

A 19-year-old Brockton 
man died after being pulled 
from the water at Mound 
Street Beach in Quincy 
Point on Sunday afternoon. 
Police have identified the 
victim as Elissandro Silva. 
Police Chief Paul Keen- 
an said Silva was playing 
soccer on the beach and 
chased the ball after it went 
into the water and he did not 
resurface. 


First responders from 


multiple agencies respond- 
ed to the scene around 2:15 
p.m. Sunday as did two ci- 
vilian divers who happened 
to be in the area, police said. 
One of the civilian divers 
was able to pull Silva from 
the water. 

Silva was rushed to 
South Shore Hospital in 
Weymouth, where he was 
later pronounced dead. 

Sunday’s incident was 
the latest in a series of 
drownings across Massa- 
chusetts in recent weeks. 


“T think part of it is be- 
cause people go in some- 
times and they don’t know 
how to swim, and they go 
in because they think it’s 
a shallow area to retrieve 
a ball or to retrieve some- 
thing,” Keenan said at a 
press conference Sunday. 
“Also, at this time of the 
year, the weather is really 
warm, but the water is very, 
very cold.” 

The water temperature at 
Mound Street Beach was 56 
degrees on Sunday, Keenan 


said. 

On May 27, a 39-year- 
old Quincy man drowned at 
Houghton’s Pond in Milton 
while attempting to retrieve 
a soccer ball that had gone 
into the water. 

On Friday, Worcester po- 
lice officer Emanuel Familia 
died while trying to rescue a 
14-year-old boy, who also 
drowned, from a local pond. 

On Saturday, a 68-year- 
old Bridgewater man

DA Morrissey Awards $5,000 Grant For 
Post-Pandemic Mental Health Support 


Dist. Atty. Michael Mor- 
rissey has given $5,000 
grants to support mental 
health needs in 15 commu- 
nities across Norfolk Coun- 
ty — including Quincy. 

“We try to target our 
community reinvestment 
dollars where our commu- 
nities identify the great- 
est need,” Morrissey said. 
“Coming out of the pan- 
demic year, our partners in 
the schools and municipal 
governments have made it 
very clear that the deepest 
need is mental health sup- 
port and services.” 

Quincy’s proposal is 
unique in the county, Mor- 
rissey said. 

“The pandemic has ex- 
hausted our already overbur- 
dened front line emergency 
responders and behavioral 


health providers,” the Quin- 
cy application reads. “With 
the vaccine, reduction of 
COVID deaths, and the 
hope that we will return to 
some sense of normalcy, the 
individual who have been 
on the front lines may now 
experience the impact of the 
stress and trauma that they 
have pushed aside...” 

The $5,000 grant will 
fund educational forums, 
consultations, and commu- 
nity resources for the city’s 
firefighters, ambulance per- 
sonnel, and police officers 
who have served during the 
pandemic. Bay State Com- 
munity Services and Mod- 
ern Assistance Program. 

“We offered communities 
grants for three set programs 
or the flexibility to propose 
their ownaccording to their 


needs — as Quincy chose to 
do,” Morrissey said. “Quin- 
cy recognized the need to 
support those who have seen 
some of the worst aspects of 
the pandemic.” 

Past projects the DA has 
funded with community re- 
investment funds have in- 
cluded school safety grants, 
training for school person- 
nel on substance abuse, and 
drug abuse prevention pro- 
grams. 

“This year our communi- 
ties are consistently worried 
about the emotional well- 
being of the population,” 
Morrissey said. “The more 
we learned, the more we un- 
derstood how vital invest- 
ment in mental health sup- 
port is in this period.” 

Morrissey awarded 
grants to every community 
that applied.

Many kids encounter a 
gun growing up. 1.7 million 
children live with unlocked, 
loaded guns. If schools and 
homes aren’t safe it’s un- 
manageable for kids to focus

on studying and learning. 
Buying a gun in Massachu- 
setts is not difficult, how- 
ever it is more laborious to 
buy a gun in Massachusetts 
than in New Hampshire.

Gun violence affected 
and is affecting people, 
but for me personally gun 
violence has effected my 
family in a terrible way. I 
just turned nine years old 
when I found out my uncle 


was shot and killed. At the 
time I wasn’t incredibly 
sad because I didn’t really 
understand what had hap- 
pened. As time went on I 
grew more and more sor- 
rowful as I thought about 
how I couldn’t remember 
the times we spent together. 
The fact that I didn’t get to 
form memories with my 
uncle, and my Dad couldn’t 
look up to his older brother 
anymore is devastating. Un- 
fortunately, my story isn’t 
unique.

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Restoration Ecologist J ess Cohn Gives Butler’ . Pond Plant Talk 


Jessica Cohn, a Quincy 
resident, gave a lecture on 
the native and invasive spe- 
cies around Butler’s Pond. 

Cohn is a member of 
Friends of Butlers Pond and 
a restoration ecologist. As a 
new resident to Quincy, she 
wants to share her passion. 
And so few people know 
the richness and diversity 
of plants and animals at the 
pond. 

Did you know there is lots 
of the native plant, Jewel- 
weed (Impatiens dentatum), 
at Butler’s Pond? Juice from 
the crushed stem helps alle- 
viate symptoms poison ivy 
and stinging nettle. And the 
Indigenous People that lived 
here in Quincy used it topi- 
cally as medicine to treat a 
wide variety of skin condi- 
tions. Their flower blooms 
late in summer and must be 
cross pollinated by bees and 
hummingbirds. 

Arrow wood (Viburnum 
dentatum) is another native 
plant seen at Butler’s Pond. 
Indigenous People used 
the straight stems of Ar- 
row wood for arrow shafts, 
hence the common name, 

Garlic mustard (Alliaria 


petiolata) is an invasive 
plant seen at Butler’s Pond. 
It is an edible plant that: is 
used in salads and to make 
a pesto-like sauce. It has a 
sharp garlic flavor. It was 
imported in the 19th cen- 
tury. A single plant creates 
thousands of seeds, and its 
roots produce a toxin that 
kills soil fungi that many 
other plants depend on for 
growth. So, there is an on- 
going project at Butler’s 
Pond to remove the garlic 
mustard before it prolifer- 
ates and displaces native 
plants. 

The dredging and resto- 
ration of Butler’s Pond has 
been approved for $1.4 mil- 
lion in funding. City Coun- 
cilors and Mayor Koch have 
been very supportive of this 
project. The project will be 
out for bidding soon. When 
the Butler’s Pond restora- 
tion is in progress, Julianne 
Sullivan, Quincy’s Environ- 
mental Scientist, will give a 
talk.

We know all too well that private violence predicts pub- 
lic violence, and that the experiences of victims of domestic 
violence and their children are strong indicators of risks. 
While Massachusetts has strong gun safety laws, there is 
more work to be done to reduce the availability of guns 
as well as increasing prevention programs to address root 


causes of gun violence. 


We wish for a speedy and solid recovery for the offi-

MA Gasoline Prices Up One Cent 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up one cent from 
last week ($2.92), averaging 
$2.93 per gallon. Monday’s 
price is 9 cents higher than 
a month ago ($2.84), and 
92 cents higher than June 
7, 2020 ($2.01). Massachu- 
setts’s average gas price is 
12 cents lower than the na- 
tional average. 

“Since April, we’ ve seen 
a steady rise in demand for 
gasoline with more people

This increasing 
demand and decreasing sup- 
ply — combined with higher 
crude oil prices — mean 
pump prices are likely to 
fluctuate throughout June,” 
said Mary Maguire, AAA 
Northeast Director of Pub- 
lic and Government Affairs.

Flag-Topped Table 
“Unique” is a word that is often 
misused by collectors. It means 
one of a kind. There can never 
be a unique mass-produced 
chair but there can be a rare 
one. More than 20 years ago, 
the Kovels’ newspaper column 
wrote about a table with a top 
that was made to look like an 
American flag. A similar table 
is being sold by Woody Auc- 
tion. The Kovel table had 23 
stars on the flag. Maine was 
the 23rd state, added in 1820. 
The table being sold at Woody 
has 35 stars, suggesting it was 
made to honor the statehood of 
West Virginia in 1863. 

The 35-star table was marked 
by the maker: “Made & De- 
signed by F. Wedin, Roxbury.” 
Recent research by the auc- 
tion gallery suggests he was a 
piano maker from Massachu- 
setts. Both tables were made 
of solid wood with inlaid stars 
and stripes. The wavy edges of 
the 35-star table make it look 
windblown. It has a drawer 
with carvings of dueling pis- 
tols, side supports like anchors, 
cross braces like rifles, legs 
like cannons and cannonball 
feet. It is estimated at $20,00 
to $40,000. It is truly unique.

Q: I picked up what I think is 
a Currier & Ives print from 
a thrift store. I’m just trying 
to see if the name of the print 
is a legitimate Currier & Ives 
print. It’s titled “A Mountain 
Home.” If the title matches a

Fight Dander Allergies on 
Multiple Fronts 
DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
I love my two fluffy cats, 
“Jake” and “Manny,” 
even though I am allergic 
to the dander in their fur. 
Antihistamines help, but 
not completely. Would an 
air purifier help keep the 
air clear? -- Jemma G. in 

Kansas City, Missouri 


DEAR JEMMA: An al- 
lergy to pet dander can be 
tough to keep under control 
-- so much so that some pet 
owners give up their pets. 
I’m so glad you've kept 
your family together. 

Pet dander is generally un- 
derneath a dog or cat’s coat, 
near the skin. They shed 
fluffy bits of fur almost con- 
stantly, and dander is carried 
off with that fluff. Because 
dander can be tiny -- 75 
microns or smaller, which 
isn’t visible to the naked eye 
-- it’s hard to isolate and get 
rid of. 

An air purifier may help, but 


only if it’s the right one to 
trap dander. Get an air puri- 
fier with a HEPA filter -- one 
that can be changed easily. 
HEPA (high efficiency par- 
ticulate air) filters trap parti- 
cles as small as 0.5 microns. 
Avoid “ionizing” air puri- 
fiers as these don’t trap as 
many dander particles; plus 
they can be expensive. The 
size depends on how much 
of your home you’d like 
the air purifier to work in; 
for example, desktop-sized 
units have a range of less 
than 200 square feet, which 
makes them ideal for desks 
or next to your bed. 

No single strategy will re- 
duce dander or other aller- 
gens. Tackle the issue from 
multiple angles. Dusting 
and vacuuming the house 
frequently can reduce dan- 
der, and brushing your cats’ 
hair daily will reduce extra 
shedding. If these activities 
trigger allergies, consider 
wearing a filter mask and 
goggles to hopefully reduce 
the reaction.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have 
a daughter (almost 31 years) 
who is concerned about Char- 
cot-Marie-Tooth syndrome. 
Her maternal grandmother 
has been diagnosed with that 
condition. She is interested in 


seeking out a genetic test for 


the condition to learn if she is 
susceptible. She was referred 
to a commercial, direct-to- 
consumer laboratory for the 
test. 

How likely is it that a lab 
test for this specific condition 
would be accurate? Should 
she be doing all of this through 
either a particular type of ge- 
netics counselor or her private 
physician (internist) rather 
than an independent effort? 
--R.C, 

ANSWER: Charcot-Marie- 
Tooth disease is the eponym 
given to a family of hereditary 
motor sensory neuropathies: 
diseases that affect the nerves 
that carry the impulses neces- 
sary for movement and sensa- 
tion. The initial symptoms are 
most commonly weakness and 
atrophy in the feet, followed by 
similar problems in the hands 


and sensory changes. 


The diagnosis may be made 
by EMG testing (electromyog- 
raphy, a needle study of the elec- 
trical activity of the muscles), 
but genetic testing is another 
way of making the diagnosis. If 
her grandmother has a known 
mutation, then genetic testing is 
likely to give her confirmation 
of her own status. 

Commercial genetic  test- 
ing is certainly available, and 
probably accurate. However, I 
would still recommend a visit 
to a genetic counselor. This 
may require a referral from her 
primary-care doctor. The cor- 


rect test to order, and its inter- - 


pretation, depends on the exact 
diagnosis of her grandmother’s 
condition, since there are many 


Marie-Tooth. It is likely that 
your daughter will have ques- 
tions after the test results, and 
the benefit of having an experi- 
enced clinician there to answer 
them would be invaluable.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m 
an 81-year-old man. About two 
years ago, I began to realize 
that my testicles were shrink- 
ing, and they are now about 
the size of a marble. I have 
asked my primary care doctor 
and urologist about this, and 
the reply is that nothing can be 
done about it. 

Ihave read that boxer shorts 
are recommended to keep the 
testicles cooler and healthier. 
I am wondering whether my 
extensive time sitting at a desk 

and reading could be related to 
my shrinking testicles. Or is it 
related to erectile dysfunction, 
which is caused by decreased 
blood flow? I have ED. My last 
testosterone result was about 
500. Is there nothing that can 
be done, not even any exercis- 
es? -- L.D. 

ANSWER: The _ medical 
term for what’s happening to 
you is “testicular atrophy,” and it 
has several possible causes. Age 
alone is one: At age 81, many 
men have noticed some shrink- 
age in testicular size, but yours 
is beyond the norm. You are 
right that cooler temperatures 
are healthier for the testicles, but 
again, I am a little surprised by 
the severity of your description. 

Among the other common 
causes are a history of trauma or 
infection. However, any under- 
lying cause can also affect the 
ability of the testicles to make 
testosterone. Your blood testos- 
terone level is surprisingly nor- 
mal for your age (400-500 is the 
average for a man in his 80s). A 
low testosterone is a common 
cause of erectile dysfunction 
(poor blood flow is only one 
cause of ED). 

After two years, it is very un- 
likely that any treatments will 
affect the testicles now, unfortu- 
nately.

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Mahoney Critical Of Munroe Building Purchase

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey on Monday said she 
was disappointed with May- 
or Thomas Koch’s plan to 
use federal pandemic relief 
funds to acquire the Munroe 
Building in Quincy Center 
and a nearby parking lot. 
Mahoney also said the 
city might not be able to use 
money earmarked for the 
college for property acquisi- 
tions. 
Koch on May 27 an- 
nounced he would use $15 
million in funds the city 


and Quincy College, which 


is municipally owned, will 
receive from the American 
Rescue Plan to purchase the 
Munroe Building at 1227 
Hancock St. and the parking 
lot at 1177 Hancock St. The 
mayor said the city should 


acquire those two parcels 
while they are available 
and was optimistic the land 
could be used to provide .a 
new home for the school in 
the future. 

During Monday’s City 
Council meeting, Mahoney 
said she has heard from a 
number of residents — who 
have called her, emailed or 
stopped her in public — that 
are opposed to Koch’s plan 
to purchase those two prop- 
erties with the pandemic re- 
lief funds. 

“People are upset, and 
they don’t want the Mun- 
roe Building purchased for 
Quincy College. They are 
even more outraged at the 
thought that pandemic relief 
funds are being used to take 
another building of the tax 
rolls of the city of Quincy,” 


Mahoney said. 

“I must agree with the 
outcry. I am personally dis- 
appointed by the mayor’s 
choice to use federal pan- 
demic money to purchase 
the Munroe Building. I do 
not believe the American 
[Rescue] Plan is intended 
for use for purchasing build- 
ings to take them off tax 
rolls.” 

Koch had previously 
sought council approval to 
borrow money to buy the 
Munroe Building and the 
parking lot, Mahoney noted, 
but withdrew the request be- 
fore a possible vote on the 
matter on May 17. 

“Listening to the over- 
whelming voice of the 
Quincy constituents, I be- 
lieve a majority of the City 
Council was really ready to 


vote and reject the appro- 
priation that was put before 
us,” Mahoney said. “Yet, 
this administration just did 
not want to hear the word 
‘no’ and they removed it 
from our ability to vote and 
now he is using pandemic 
money for the mayor’s van- 
ity project.” 

Mahoney also said that 
colleges and universities 
cannot use money they re- 
ceive from the American 
Rescue Plan’s Higher Edu- 
cation Emergency Relief 
Fund for construction or 
purchase of real property. 
She encouraged residents to 
raise their concerns with the 
U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion’s inspector general. 

“T think this is a misuse 
of pandemic relief funds,” 
Mahoney said. 


“This no longer resides in 
the City Council, but I still 
feel it strong that I needed to 
speak about it. For the folks 
at home, for the people who 
stopped me, do not let the 
ARP funds for schools and 
students end up in the wrong 
hands. You asked what you 
needed to do — you can file 
a complaint online with the 
inspector general or call 
their hotline at 1-800-MIS- 
USED.” 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, on Tuesday 
said the mayor’s plan to use 
the federal money for the 
land acquisitions had been 
vetted by outside auditors. 

“The use of ARP funding 
for this purpose was fully 
vetted by the City’s inde- 
pendent auditors, so any 
claim to the contrary is at 
best mistaken and at worst 


purposely misleading to 
score cheap points,” Walker 
said in a statement. 

“Site control for this par- 
cel is critical to the future 
of the entire corridor so the 
City can determine its own 
destiny — as we have done 
multiple times in multiple 
areas when it comes to eco- 
nomic development in the 
downtown. If Mayor Koch 
listened to chronic naysay- 
ers who would oppose a 
75-degree sunny day if he 
proposed it, the City would 
look a lot different today 
and not in a good way.” 

The city received $46.3 
million in aid from the 
American Rescue Plan. 
Quincy College will receive 
$10.7 million from the ARP, 
half of which must be set 
aside for the benefit of the 
school’s students.
